We have an Ac- 
count by Letters from Denia, that the 5th 200 Men, 
fent by Sea from Alicant, got in t0 reinforce the Gar- 
tifoa, The 7th the Chevalier. d’ Hasfeir caus'd the 
Trenches to be open’d, and the Batie:ies were rais'd 
with fo much Duigence, that the 9ih the Artillery 
began to fire wih great Succefs, The s2ih the 
Breaches were practicable for mounting to the Af 
fault, which was mede the following Night wih 
fach Vigour, that in balf an hour’s Sime the Affail- 
ants carry’d the Town: A who were found ia 
Arms were kili’d: Some Prifoners were taken,and rhe 
reit of the Garrifon retir’d in Diforder into the Caftle. 
‘Acthe fame time Don Pedro Ronquillo, Major-Ge- 
neral, poficfs’d himfelf of the Monaftery of St.Fran- 
cis which the Enemy had fortified; and by this 
Means their Communicaticn with the Sea is cut cff, 
as well as by the taking of fome other Pofts near to 
the Caftle. Four Vetfels having on board Troops 
and Ammunition, which appear'd on the Coaft to 
throw in Succours, were oblig’d ro return, The 
A:tack of the Caftle was immediately begun, and 
*cwasbop'd would foon be reduc’d. The Cheva- 
lier d’ Hasfelt was flightly wounded in the Thigh, 
but that did not hinder him from Acting. Accord. 
_ ing to our Advices from Lerida, the Enemy had 
poifels’d themfelves of fome Pofts in that Neigh- 
bourhood, as if they defiga’d to take Quariers there. 
Don Jofeph Vallejo march’d againft them with a 
Detachment of Horfe to diflodge them from Tarraga. 
75 Horfe who were there, retir'd immediately, as 
did a Troop of Huffars fiom Verdu. He found 
more Refiftance at Maida, becaufe of the Caftle 
there, which was defended by 30 Dragoons of the 
Regimeat of Herbeville, with 2 Officers and a good 
Number of Miqueleis, who defended themfelves 
bravely : But they were atrack’d fo vigoroufly by 
the Spanith Dragoons, that tkey were carry’d by 
Storm. One Sergeanr, 17 Soldiers, and 2 Mique- 
lets were made Prifoners: The reft were kill'd. 18 
Horfes were taken, and a great Booty was found in 
the Cafile, becaufe the Inhabitants of the Neigh- 
bouring Places had conveigh’d thither. their beft Ef- 
and all was given wpto be plunder'd. The 
Huffars who were at Angrefols, and others. who 
were in divers Quarters a liule diftawt from it, re- 
tir'd prefently further back intothe Country. Afver 
this Don Jofeph Vailejo retura’d to Lerida, with a 
confiderabie Booty.

permitted the Swedes to fight in Order of Bate, 
General Leuwenhaupt afterwards joyn’d the King 
of Sweden, who had poffefs'd bimfelf of a little 
Town in which be found a great Quantity of Pio- 
vilions.
